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Racial  Discrimination 
Alleged  at  Parkmerced 

A  group  of  tenants  in  Parkmerced,  the  3500-unit  apartment 
complex  on  the  West  side  of  the  OMI  area,  have  filed  suit  in 
Federal  Court  alleging  racial  discrimination  by  the  Metropolitan 
Life  Insurance  Company  which  owns  and  operates  the  residen¬ 
tial  community. 

The  group,  known  as  the  Committee  of  Parkmerced  Resi¬ 
dents  Committed  to  Open  Occupancy,  claimed  that  only  9  of  the 
3500  units  have  been  rented  to  black  families  since  Metropoli¬ 
tan  declared  a  policy  of  non-discrimination  in  1963.  This  amounts 
to  less  than  one  percent  of  the  total  population  of  Parkmerced. 

The  suit  charges  that  “Metropolitan  has  set  and  maintained 
standards  for  acceptance  to  Parkmerced  which  effectively  dis¬ 
criminate  against  minority  applicants,  and  has  applied  such 
standards  in  an  unequal  and  discriminatory  manner.”

A  white  Episcopal  priest,  the 
Rev.  Arthur  Newburg,  claimed 
that  he  was  stigmatized  as  a 
resident  of  a  segregated 
“white  ghetto”  and  that  this 
caused  him  embarassment 
and  economic  damage  in  so¬ 
cial,  business  and  professional 
activities. 

The  suit  was  filed  in  San 

Francisco  Federal  Court  on 
August  18.  An  unidentified 
spokesman  for  Metropolitan 
denied  all  the  charges. 

George  Clyde,  attorney  rep¬ 
resenting  the  Parkmerced  res¬ 
idents,  alluded  to  a  “whites 
only”  sign  which  cannot  be 
touched  or  seen,  but  can  be 
sensed  in  the  vague  standards 
by  which  minority  applicants 
are  discouraged  and  in  the  at¬ 
titude  of  staff  members  when 
blacks  apply. 

The  tenants’  suit  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  housing  commit¬ 
tee  of  the  San  Francisco 
N.A.A.C.P.  and  the  OMI  As¬ 
sociation. 

The  Map  Is

CEPP  Plans 
New  Project 

The  OMI  Community  Edu¬ 
cation  Planning  Project 
(CEPP)  wants  to  establish  a 
Toy  Lending  Library  for  OMI 
pre-schoolers  and  kindergarten 
children.  The  idea  is  an  out¬ 
growth  of  CEPP’s  expanded 
use  of  materials  from  Far ' 
West  Lab. 

A  responsive  environment  is  ! 
the  key  to  Far  West  Lab’s  j 
philosophy.  This  concept  is 
reflected  in  its  Language  Ex¬ 
periences  in  Reading  program 
(LEIR)  which  CEPP|has  in¬ 
troduced  to  the  seven  OMI 
elementary  schools.  LEIR  is 
based  on  the  premise  that 
what  a  child  thinks,  he  can 
say;  what  he  says  can  be 
written,  what  has  been  writ¬ 
ten  (or  dictated  by  him)  can 
be  read;  what  others  have 
written,  he  can  read. 

To  augment  this  basic  ap¬ 
proach,  Far  West  Lab  has  de¬ 
veloped  a  series  of  toys  and 
games  to  aid  young  children 
in  reading  readiness  and  de¬ 
velopment.  It  includes  blocks, 
grids,  classification,  sorting 
and  ordering  games,  puppets, 
tangrams,  and  embedded  fig¬ 
ures  games.  Far  West  Lab 
will  provide  the  blue-prints 
and  CEPP  will  provide  the 
material,  if  members  from 
the  community  will  volunteer 
to  build  the  toys.  Anyone  in¬ 
terested  in  helping  is  asked  to 
contact  Carlos  Ruling  at  the 
OMI-CEPP  office  (telephone:

Homewood 
Terrace  Ok'd 

The  proposed  Homewood 
Terrace  development  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  on  September  3  with 
some  minor  revisions.  The  335 
apartment  and  commercial 
plan  as  it  now  stands,  will 
have  no  access  to  Elmwood 
Way,  except  for  emergency 
vehicles. 

Since  this  proposal  included 
reclassification  of  zoning,  it 
will  have  to  go  before  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  where 
appeals  may  be  made. 


Dialogue 

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 


Four  bills  on  child  care  cen¬ 
ters  were  passed  during  the 
recent  session  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture.  As  of  this  writing,  they 
await  signature  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernor.  All  are  thought  to  have 
a  good  chance  for  being  made 
law. 

None,  unfortunately,  is  a 
gild-edged,  iron-clad  guaran¬ 
tee  of  additional  child  care 
facilities  in  the  OMI,  des¬ 
perately  needed  as  they  are. 
But  all  offer  promise  of  some 
progress. 

The  bill  with  which  I  had 
the  most  to  do  and  which  I 
co-authored  takes  into  account 
the  inflationary  factor  on  all 
of  our  incomes.  It  raises  the 
ceiling  on  allowable  income 
for  parents  whose  children  are 
eligible  for  child  care  help.  A 
mother  or  father  with  sole 
responsibility  for  a  child,  un¬ 
der  this  bill,  may  have  a  gross 
monthly  income  of  $510.  The 
old  figure  was  $463.  And  where 
both  parents  are  present,  the 
income  limit  is  boosted  from 
the  previous  $648  to  $695. 

Another  key  bill,  from  an 
administrative  point  of  view, 
orders  the  State  Departments 
of  Education  and  Social  Wel¬ 
fare  to  get  together  on  contract 
agreements  for  day  care.  Up 
to  now,  this  has  been  largely 
a  casual  arrangement,  sub¬ 
ject  to  no  formal,  long-term 
arrangement. 

A  third  measure  passed  by 
the  Legislature  is  an  all-im¬ 
portant  “money  bill.”  By  spec¬ 


ifying  a  minimum  56  cents  to 
68  cents  per  hour  child  care 
rate  (with  the  State  providing 
10  cents  and  the  parents  2 
cents),  the  bill  would  guaran¬ 
tee  that  child  care  financing 
will  hold  to  the  level  estab¬ 
lished  three  years  ago,  at  the 
very  least.  It  is  a  hold-the-line 
kind  of  bill,  but  that  itself  is 
a  victory  for  the  child  care 
concept  in  these  days  of 
meat-axe  economizing  on  pub¬ 
lic  expenditures. 

The  State  Department  of 
Education  supports  all  of  these 
bills.  It  does  not  endorse  the 
fourth  child  care  bill  to  sur¬ 
vive  legislative  action,  how¬ 
ever. 

This  is  a  proposal,  mostly 
technical  in  nature,  that  could 
coordinate  the  efforts  of  pre¬ 
school  children’s  centers  and 
whatever  private  day  care  pro¬ 
grams  may  be  eligible  for  Fed¬ 
eral  funding. 

From  all  the  inquiries  I  have 
made  to  State  and  Federal 
agencies,  it  does  not  seem 
that  changes  for  adding  to  or 
expanding'  the  present  OMI 
area  children’s  day  care  cen¬ 
ters  are  bright  for  the  imme¬ 
diate  future.  But  each  of  these 
bills  makes  the  pathway  that 
much  easier,  when  and  if  new 
Federal  funding  becomes  a 
possibility. 

At  the  State  level,  we  wiil 
keep  trying.

Dear  Editor: 

The  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Oeean-Ingleside  Mer¬ 
chants’  Association  unani¬ 
mously  voted  against  the  pro¬ 
posed  Homewood  Terrace  Bus¬ 
iness  Complex;  moreover,  ap¬ 
proximately  90  to  95  per  cent 
of  the  individual  merchants 
have  expressed  their  disap¬ 
proval  of  the  proposed  busi¬ 
ness  project. 

While  there  is  no  objection 
to  the  proposed  apartments, 
the  merchants  do  object  to 
the  business  complex  for  the 
following  reasons : 

1 )  The  traffic  on  Ocean  Ave¬ 
nue  is  already  very  heavy; 
with  the  introduction  of  a 
large  shopping  complex  in  the 
area,  as  proposed,  the  traffic 
is  going  to  be  so  heavy  that 
residents  will  have  severe 
difficulties  in  driving  to  their 
homes.  People  who  might 
want  to  shop  at  the  stores  of 
the  present  merchants  will 
have  second  thoughts  before 
attempting  to  “buck”  the  traf¬ 
fic.  Further,  Ocean  Avenue  is 
not  built  to  withstand  a  mass 
influx  of  cars.  The  merchants 
fear  that  the  traffic  situation 
will  become  so  severe  that  the 
present  metered  parking  lanes 
will  be  done  away  with  so  as 
to  provide  an  extra  lane  for 
moving  traffic.  What  the  above 
will  produce  for  the  conveni¬ 
ence  of  Big  Business  in  the 
proposed  complex  (with  free 
parking  facilities  for  their  cus¬ 
tomers)  may  be  bright  indeed 
but  the  picture  for  the  resi¬ 
dents  and  small  merchants  is, 
to  say  the  least,  ominous. 

2)  The  plan  as  proposed  by 
the  developers  for  approxi¬ 
mately  350  individual  apart¬ 
ments  in  addition  to  the  shop¬ 
ping  complex  may  be  a  pretty 
“come  on”  for  the  residents. 
There  is  absolutely  no  guar¬ 
antee  and  no  assurance  that 
the  apartments  will  ever  be 
built !  There  is  no  requirement

Trees  Aren't 
Just  For 
The  Birds 

Mr.  Myron  Zimmerman,  the 
proverbial  Johnny  Appleseed 
of  the  OMI,  announces  that  31 
trees  were  planted  in  the  area 
last  month.  Mr.  Benford 
Brown,  Mr.  Robesky  and  Mr. 
Terry  gave  of  their  own  time 
to  plant  trees  for  OMI. 

Mr.  Zimmerman  is  always 
looking  for  persons  willing  to 
help,  so  if  you  are  interested 
in  working  on  this  project, 
call  him  at  333-0171. 

Besides  adding  beauty  to  our 
area,  probably  the  greatest’ 
role  of  trees  is  their  ability  to 
absorb  polluted  air  and  re¬ 
place  it  with  oxygen.  By  chang¬ 
ing  starches  into  sugar,  the 
trees  absorb  carbon  dioxide 
and  during  the  process  of 
photosynthesis  give  off  oxygen 
through  the  leaves. 

There  has  been  some  con¬ 
fusion  concerning  the  fact  that 
different  prices  have  been 
quoted  for  the  cost  of  a  tree. 
There  are  several  commercial 
dealers  in  the  area  who  offer 
excellent  trees  and  service  to 
match,  and  residents  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  patronize  them  if 
they  wish.  Mr.  Zimmerman, 
however,  volunteers  his  time, 
so  is  able  to  get  trees  for  a 
slightly  lower  price.

All's  Well  That  Ends  Well  Association 


Perhaps  it  would  be  stretch¬ 
ing  things  a  little  to  say  that 
the  Walter  Green  family  of  Ur- 
bano  Drive  look  back  on  a  de¬ 
structive  fire  as  one  of  the  en¬ 
riching  experiences  of  their 
lives.  When  a  car  crashed  into 
a  parked  car  near  their  home 
on  the  night  of  September  11, 
1969,  and  then  plunged  into  the 
Green  house,  breaking  the  gas 
main  —  it  was,  of  course,  a 
terrifying  experience.  After 
Walter  had  tried  in  vain  to 


turn  off  the  gas,  the  family 
fled  to  escape  the  ensuing  fire 
— which  completely  destroyed 
the  house  and  all  their  belong¬ 
ings  except  the  clothes  they 
stood  in.  But  while  some  of 
these  items  were  absolutely 
irreplaceable,  such  as  mem- 
mentos  of  family  members 
who  died  in  the  gas  ovens  of 
Nazi  Germany,  the  Greens 
were  comforted  and  delighted 
with  the  community  outpour- 


Tucked  off  in  a  corner  of 
OMI  is  the  Ingleside  Terraces 
community.  This  is  an  area  of 
detached  homes  and  broad 
lawns  between  Holloway, 
Ocean,  Junipero  Serra  and 
Ashton.  How  has  this  pleasant 
neighborhood  contributed  to 
the  goals  of  OMI? 

Perhaps  its  main  contribu¬ 
tion  has  been  in  maintaining 
itself  as  a  residential  commun¬ 
ity.  The  Ingleside  Terraces' 
Homes  Association  was  formed 
in  1938  chiefly  to  safeguard 
property  deed  convenants 
which  guarantee  that  these 
homes  will  remain  one-family 
dwellings.  No  boarding  houses, 
nursing  homes,  fraternities  or 
other  commercial  uses  are  al¬ 
lowed. 

As  recently  as  1966,  the  As¬ 
sociation  won  an  important, 
though  costly  ($2,000  in  legal 
fees)  court  decision  which  up¬ 
held  these  convenants.  It  is 
important  to  maintain  these 
private  deed  convenants  and 
not  depend  upon  city  zoning 
ordinances  which  are  subject 
to  change.  For  instance,  a  pro¬ 
posal  to  liberalize  existing  zon¬ 
ing  regulations  applicable  to 
R-l  dwellings,  the  category  in 
which  all  Ingleside  Terraces 
homes  belong,  came  before 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
1969.  These  proposed  revisions 
would  open  R-l  neighborhoods

ing  of  sympathy  in  practical  form.  Fellow  members  of  the  San 
Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra,  neighbors  of  all  faiths  includ¬ 
ing  a  group  of  nuns  from  St.  Emydius,  ministers  of  many 
churches,  and  members  of  the  Green’s  own  synagogue,  all  con¬ 
tributed  what  they  could.  Even  a  favorite  recording  of  Walter’s, 
and  his  valuable  Haeckel  bassoon,  were  replaced.  The  Greens 
were  offered  a  house  to  rent  very  near  their  old  home,  where 
they  lived  for  nine  months.  They  decided  to  rebuild  on  their  own 
lot  and  are  now  established  in  a  new  house  at  the  same  old  ad¬ 
dress,  874  Urbano  Drive.  The  Greens  —  Walter  and  Charlotte 
and  three  children  —  have  been  active  OMI  neighbors  from  the 
start ;  may  they  never  leave  us!

to  foster  homes,  family  care 
homes  for  the  mentally  re¬ 
tarded  and  boarding  homes. 
In  addition,  the  legal  defini¬ 
tion  of  a  “family”  would  be 
loosely  stated  to  include  any 
group  of  four  people,  not  re¬ 
lated  by  blood,  living  together. 
Should  these  proposals  pass, 
the  Ingleside  Terraces  Homes 
Association  can  prevent  their 
attempted  application  in  the 
Terraces,  provided  the  Associ¬ 
ation  has  the  money  to  take 
the  necessary  legal  action. 
This  is  why  membership  is  so 
important.  If  each  Terraces 
home  owner  or  lessee  joins  the 
Association  by  paying  yearly 
dues  of  $10.00,  the  Association 
can  continue  to  win  legal  re¬ 
dress.  If  you  are  not  yet  a 
member,  contact  Mrs.  C.  C. 
Carman,  Membership  Chair¬ 
man,  275  Urbano  Drive,  tele¬ 
phone:  586-0521. 

When  the  tremendous  need 
for  student  housing  at  both 
City  College  and  San  Francis¬ 
co  State  College  is  considered, 
many  people  wonder  what  is 
wrong  with  turning  some  of 
these  homes  into  boarding 
houses.  But  such  business  es¬ 
tablishments  would  be  the 
first  step  toward  decay  of  the 
community  and  its  family 
neighborhood  characteristics. 
The  increase  in  density,  noise, 
traffic,  street  parking,  hazard 
to  children,  and  use  of  public 
utilities  would  create  a  serious 
strain. 

Does  the  Ingleside  Terraces 
Homes  Association  make  any 
other  contribution  to  OMI? 


Yes,  but  not  directly.  The  As¬ 
sociation  maintains  four  parks 
(Entrada  Court,  Corona  Court, 
Moncada  Parkway  and  Luna- 
do  Court;  and  the  stone  en¬ 
trance  gates  to  the  Terraces. 
It  also  pays  a  monthly  fee  for 
a  special  police  patrol  of  the 
four  pedestrian  easements  in 
the  neighborhood.  It  has  made 
requests  to  the  Traffic  En¬ 
gineering  Department  to  re¬ 
pair  and  replace  neglected 
street  signs,  joined  with  other 
groups  in  securing  installa¬ 
tion  of  a  signal  light  at  Ocean 
and  Aptos  Avenues,  written 
letters  to  residents  urging 
them  to  maintain  their  homes 
and  property,  distributed  a 
Police  Department  circular 
about  day-time  burglaries  and 
preventive  measures,  and  suc¬ 
cessfully  objected  to  a  pro¬ 
posed  commercial  sign  on 
Ocean  Avenue. 

The  Association,  however,  is 
not  set  up  to  concern  itself 
with  better  schools,  jobs  for 
youth,  mental  health  pro¬ 
grams,  better  relations  with 
the  police  or  a  day-care  center. 
All  of  these  things  are  done  by 
OMI.  So,  in  a  sense,  the  two 
organizations  complement 
each  other. 

It  is  interesting,  however, 
that  many  of  the  people  who 
live  in  the  Terraces  are  active 
in  OMI.  They  are  keenly  con¬ 
cerned  about  values  other 
than  property,  and  are  work¬ 
ing  with  both  OMI  and  the 
Terraces  in  making  all  of  our 
community  a  better  place  in 
which  to  live.

Brian  Cahill— A  Man  With  a  Cause 


The  stately  residence  at 
1000  Fulton  Street  belies  its 
image  of  afternoon  tea  and 
foursomes  of  bridge.  Instead, 
this  building,  otherwise  known 
as  the  San  Francisco  Boys’ 
Home,  bustles  with  the  acti¬ 
vity  of  boys,  counselors,  so¬ 
cial  workers,  teachers,  psy¬ 
chiatrists  and  all  manner  of 
noise  related  to  an  atmosphere 
of  urgent  efforts  to  help  sal¬ 
vage  the  lives  and  hopes 
of  young  boys. 

At  the  helm  of  an  intensive 
treatment  program  there  is 
Brian  Cahill,  a  young  'father 
and  resident  of  the  OMI  area. 
He  and  a  staff  of  28  are  trying 
to  help  some  50  youths  sent  to 
the  Home  as  wards  of  the 
Court  or  from  other  juvenile 
placement  agencies  for  the 
two-year  rehabilitation  pro¬ 
cedure  that  attempts  to  get  at 
the  root  of  problems  of  mal¬ 
adjusted  personalities,  ab¬

normal  homes  and  delinquent 
behavior.  The  goal  is  to  re¬ 
unite  these  youngsters  with 
their  families  and  to  assist  the 
boys  in  restructuring  their 
attitudes  and  actions  into 
meaningful,  fruitful  adult 
lives. 

The  program  begins  at  the 
intake  center  on  Fulton,  once 
the  residence  of  the  Catholic 
Archbishop.  “Here  we  can 
find  out  each  boy’s  needs  in 
terms  of  health,  psychologi¬ 
cal,  educational  and  family 
difficulties,”  explains  Cahill, 
the  Executive-Director.  “Then 
we  know  if  a  boy  will  benefit 
from  one  of  the  three  group 
homes  where  the  realities  of 
responsibility  and  mutual 
respect  are  the  primary  ingre¬ 
dients  for  personal  change 
and  growth.”  He  claims  that 
the  family-like  surroundings 
of  the  group  homes,  where 
eight  to  ten  boys  and  three 
counselors  live,  contribute 
substantially  to  each  boy’s 
ability  to  tackle  his  own  prob¬ 
lems  and  to  work  with  others 
to  resolve  theirs. 

Organizationally,  Cahill  di¬ 
rects  under  the  aegis  of  the

Youth  Department  of  the 
Archdiocese  of  San  Francisco. 
The  whole  operation  is  vari¬ 
ously  funded  by  Aid  to  Finan¬ 
cially  Dependent  Children 
grants,  or  county  mainte¬ 
nance,  the  San  Francisco  Uni¬ 
fied  School  District  and  some 
Federal  Compensatory  Edu¬ 
cation  money.  The  program 
and  staff,  however,  enjoy  an 
autonomy  that  allows  for  a 
flexible,  innovative  and  com¬ 
pletely  professional  approach 
in  dealing  with  the  mush¬ 
rooming  problems  of  youth. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  at 
the  Home,  Cahill  serves  as 
vice-chairman  of  the  San 
Francisco  Delinquency  Pre¬ 
vention  Commission,  as  an 
officer  in  the  California  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Children’s  Resi¬ 
dential  Centers  and  as  a 
member  of  the  Community 
Advisory  Board  of  the  West- 
side  Mental  Health  Center. 

The  29  year-old  social  work¬ 
er  has  no  regrets  concerning 
his  decision  to  become  in¬ 
volved  in  youth  work  rather 
than  to  pursue  law  studies, 
which  was  his  original  goal. 
In  fact  it  was  during  his  law , 
school  days  that  he  became 
interested  in  this  area  when 
he  worked  part-time  as  a 
counselor  at  Juvenile  Hall. 
Now  what  time  is  left  from  his 
career  duties  is  given  to  his 
wife,  Karen,  and  their  three 
toddlers.  A  continuing  pro¬ 
gram  of  home  renovation  has 
absorbed  much  of  his  time 
since  the  family  moved  to 
Cerritos  Way. 

The  need  for  more  group 
homes  is  urged  by  the  quiet- 
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Brian  Cahill 

spoken  young  man.  “It  would 
be  great  to  have  a  group 
home  in  a  family  area  such 
as’  OMI,”  he  suggests.  > 

Programs  like  the  Boys’ ' 
Home  and  dedicated  persons 
like  Brian  Cahill  are  essential 
and  hopeful  elements  in  help¬ 
ing  to  solve  the  pressing 
problems  of  our  young.

The  Bay  Area  Rapid  Trans¬ 
it’s  role  in  the  future  of  OMI 
was  the  topic  of  the  town  meet¬ 
ing  held  at  the  OMI  office  on 
September  10.  James  Browne 
of  BART’s  community  rela¬ 
tions  department  begin  the 
evening  by  showing  slides  of 
the  transit  system’s  construc¬ 
tion  progress  to  date,  and  of 
models  of  future  construction. 

Mr.  Browne  discussed  the 
proposed  MUNI  subway  under 
West  Portal  Avenue  between 
Ulloa  and  Sloat  and  the  tempo¬ 
rary  closing  of  the  Twin  Peaks 
Tunnel  which  would  expedite 
this  work.  He  pointed  out  that, 
although  this  plan  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  San  Francisco 
voters  in  a  1962  bond  issue,  it 
has  met  with  opposition  from 
West  Portal  merchants  and 
from  local  neighborhoods. 
BART  is  now  waiting  for  the 
City’s  request  on  further  con¬ 
struction  details.  If  the  City 
makes  no  requests,  nothing 
will  get  done. 

OMI  Vice  President  Bob 
McMains  spoke  on  behalf  of 
the  OMI  Association  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  West  Portal  sub¬ 
way,  saying  that  the  safety, 
shelter,  and  speed  it  would 
provide  for  “K”  and  “M” 
line  streetcar  users  were  im¬ 
portant  to  the  neighborhood. 
In  a  period  of  only  two  and 
one-half  years,  Mr.  McMains 
pointed  out,  there  were  77 
MUNI-related  accidents  in  the

four  blocks  of  West  Portal 
Avenue. 

He  also  said  that  OMI  had 
proposed  to  the  Board  of  Su¬ 
pervisors  the  extension  of  the 
“M”  and  “K”  streetcar  lines 
to  San  Jose  Avenue  so  that 
Ocean  View  residents  could 
have  easy  access  to  the  BART 
station  located  on  the  north 
side  of  Geneva  Avenue  where 
Geneva  crosses  the  southern 
freeway.  Without  this  “col¬ 
lege  loop,”  it  would  take  long¬ 
er  to  get  from  Broad  and 
Plymouth  to  Market  and  Mont¬ 
gomery,  than  from  downtown 
San  Francisco  to  Walnut 
Creek. 


These  issues  were  included  in 
a  letter  written  on  March  12 
by  OMI  president  Clarence 
Bryant  (and  approved  by  the 
OMI  Board  of  Directors)  to 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors.  In  this  letter,  Mr. 
Bryant  made  a  case  for  a  good 
public  transportation  system 
in  the  city,  saying  it  would  be 
cheaper,  less  polluting,  safer 
and  less  space-wasting  than 
the  auto.  “But,”  the  letter 
continued,  “in  order  to  con¬ 
vince  prople  to  leave  their 
autos,  mass  transit  must  also 
be  reliable,  convenient,  time 
saving,  competitive  with  the 
cheapest  auto,  and  harmoni¬ 


ous  with  personal  dignity.  The 
construction  of  the  West  Port¬ 
al  MUNI  subway  is  a  neces¬ 
sary  part  of  such  a  successful 
system.” 

The  OMI  president  also  said 
that  the  construction  work 
would  not  hurt  the  well-estab¬ 
lished  business  of  the  West 
Portal  merchants,  and  that 
these  merchants  “have  said 
that  they  would  have  no  argu¬ 
ment  if  the  subway  were  part 
of  a  complete  system.”  In  fact, 
the  West  Portal  shopping 
area  would  find  the  completed 
subway  to  be  an  asset  to  busi¬ 
ness. 

The  “college  loop”  sugges¬ 


tion  was  one  of  several  re¬ 
quests  for  transit  improve¬ 
ments  for  “the  35,000  working 
residents  of  the  OMI  area.” 
The  other  requests  were  for: 
1.  Grade  separations  at  St. 
Francis  Circle,  Eucalyptus 
and  19th  Avenue,  Winston 
Avenue,  19th  Avenue  at  Juni- 
pero  Serra.  2.  Muni  right-of- 
way  barrier  on  West  Portal 
Avenue.  3.  Station  shelters  at 
Winston  Drive  (Stonestown) 
and  Holloway  (S.F.  State  Col¬ 
lege  ) .  4.  A  fare  transfer  policy 
with  BART  which  allows  one 
to  ride  MUNI-BART  from 
Ocean  View  to  downtown  as 
economically  as  one  could 
ride  MUNI  alone. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors 
only  response  to  this  letter  has 
been  that  they  have  never 
taken  a  stand  on  not  building 
the  West  Portal  Subway.
